RCA, Sansui Electric Co. and Comm As- 
sociates Inc. of Hicksville, N.Y., have pro- 
posed AM stereo broadcast systems to a 
newly organized National AM 
Stereophonic Radio Committee, which 
will analyze and begin testing the systems 
for a report eventually to be submitted to 
the FCC. The committee expects other 
manufacturers or inventors to come for- 
ward, 

The committee, formed as a joint ven- 
lure of the National Association of Broad- 
casters, the Electronic Industries Associ- 
ation, the Institute of Electronic and 
Electrical Engineers and the National 
Radio Broadcasters Associatiorf, hopes to 
assess all AM stereo projects before writ- 
ing its report on the feasibility of stereo 
AM broadcasting. The report is not ex- 
pected for at least a year, but it could initi- 
ate an FCC rujemaking. 

The RCA proposal is basically a moder- 
nized version of an AM-FM system pro- 
posed to the FCC some 15 years ago. 
When RCA took its AM stereo proposal to 
the commission in 1963, the FCC declined 
to undertake a rulemaking because it. 
wanted to give FM stereo a chance to get 
off the ground before allowing AM to 
broadcast in stereo. 


CLIPPING CORNER 


The original RCA system had been field 
tested at WRCA(AM) New York (now 
WNBC). The updated system is still in the 
blueprint stages and no prototype has been 
constructed. The system is based on fre- 
quency modulation of the carrier to allow 
complete compatibility with present AM 
receivers, 

The Sansui system is a double-sideband 
operation using various phase shifts on 
the sidebands and input audio. In normal 
AM broadcasting, the lower and upper 
sidebands are in phase with each other and 
are created as a byproduct of the carrier. 
Sansui creates the sidebands indepen- 
dently and therefore can control the infor- 
Mation that each carries, making a stereo 
signal. When the two channels are mixed, 
there is no center buildup. AM listeners 
with monaural sets will receive all levels in 
balance. Parts of the system have been 
built and tested, according to a spokes- 
man, but, like RCA, Sansui has completed 
ho prototype. 

The third proposal came from William 
Hayes of Comm Associates Inc. in 
Hicksville, N.Y. Mr. Hayes’s system in- 
volves separately generated upper and 
lower sidebands which are then filtered to 
give a total transmitted signal. The ‘‘fre- 
quency aperture modulation’ system, 
devised in Mr. |Hayes’s basement, pro- 
duces a suppressed carrier signal.

Kahn Research Laboratories, Freeport, 
N.Y., which has tested its asymetrical side- 
band stereo system over WFBR(AM) 
Baltimore (BROADCASTING, Nov. 10, 
1975). made no proposal to the AM stereo 
committee. The company’s president, 
Leonard Kahn, favors going straight to the 
FCC to avoid delays that he says are “built 
into”’ committees such as the AM stereo 
group. He plans to present a stereo AM 
broadcast proposal to the FCC within six 
months. ‘‘There is no question that we are 
going ahead with stereo AM,” said Mr. 
Kahn, “‘after spending 15 years of difficult 
Tesearch to get where we are today.” 

Chairman of the AM stereo committee 
is Harold Kassens, of the Washington con- 
sulting engineering firm of A.D. Ring & 
Associates. 

The Nationa! Quadraphonic Radio 
Committee, charged with a task not too 
different from the one facing the AM 
Stereo group, spent four and half years 
preparing its recommendations to the 
commission,

More on WHT now. There were also musical programs & tha 
usual other forms of radio entertainment. Their XR was near ‘lenview, 
adjacent to Ill. Highway 41. Its demise came about in 1931 if I recall, 
but for many years after, you could still see the old towers & XR build- 
ing overgrown with weeds, etc. Chicago Heights had two stations, I 
think, around 1925, WCBZ & WJBZ. These may actually have been one & the 
same. These two were also very low-powered, about 50w or so, & I would 
guess the Frequency to be around 1280. Then there was WNBA in Forest 
Park, a western suburb, & WKBI on 1310 which had studios in the Lineoln 
Trust & Savings Bank Bldg. on the NW side. WBBM started in 1923 on 1330 
as:a low-powered station on Chicago's Far North Side, & then came WIBO 
in 1925, which began ite career sharing time w/WBBM on the same frequen- 
cy. WFKB was another local owned by: a chap named Francis K. Bridgeman. 
This was on the S side in the Kenwood district on Woodlawn Avenue, & ex- 
pired about 1928. WOK took to the air in 1925. Its XR & plant were out 
at Homewood, a far S suburb. “hey ran around 1,000w I think, & got a- 
round the country pretty well. By 1926, Joliet I11. had three stations, 
WCLS & WKBB, each on 1400, & ‘JBA on 1450. WJBA & WCLS were very short- 
lived, but WKBB stayed on for some time in Joliet, then moved to East 
Dubuque, & finally to Dubuque, Iowa, across the river, & became WDBQ. 
Another area station that might be mentioned is WEHS in Evanston, Orig- 
4nally owned b Evanston Township fizh School, it was later taken over 
by the Victor C. Carlson organization, an investment company. By 1930 
4t was long gone and mostly forgotten. By 1926, 1210 was duly occupied 
by WEDC, the old Emil Dennemark Cadillac & LaSalle Co, én Ogden Avenue, 
WSBC, ownde by the World Storage Battery Co., & WCRW, owned by Clinton 
R. White. WCRW was on the N side, WSBC S, & WEDC SW. In conclusion, I 
should mention a somewhat colorful station, WJAZ. his was Chicago's 
first station to "pirate" a frequency. In 1926 this became a rather com- 
mon practice the country over, & WJAZ was in on “the ground floor", so to 
speak. It was owned by the Zenith Radio Corp. no less, who should have 
known better than to pirate a wave length (frequency). However that is 
what they did, with a lot of confusion resulting. Several Chicago sta- 
tions followed this practice, & the larger more stalwart stations pro- 
testedm but to no avail. wWSBC was another station: which jumped their 
assigned spot on the dial, 1210 at the time, and moved close anough to 
WGN to spread over and cause interference. This practice wasn't stopped 
antil the Radio Act of 1947 was finally passed. This law provided for 
the old FRC, which assigned proper frequencies to all stations, large & 
small, and was a forerunner of our FCC as we have it today. WJAZ used 
to broadcast from the Chez Pierre, a notorious night club and "speakeasy" 
of that now long-assed era. WJAZ finally wound up on an assigned fre- 
quency of 1480 & for a short time shared time with a WCHI, of whose be- 
ginnings and ultimate fate I have lost track. In its earliest days (a- 
bout 1924-5) WJAZ had an experimental station, WSAX, of which I have no 
record, elther.
